— Col. Theodora 
Roosevelt arrived here

ton where he testified yesterday be- 
fore the senate investigation com* 
mittee regarding contributions to a 
Republican campaign fund of 1904. 
In reply to questions the colonel said 
"I commented on a great many 
things yesterday, but won't bare a 
word to say today." 


Colonel Roosevelt was a witness 


for about four hours. From 10 
o'clock until noon, at which hour a 
recess for luncheon was taken, he 
was given unbridled opportunity to 
volunteer whatever information be 
chose and to make any other state- 
ment, relevant or irrelevant. 
From 1:30 until after 3:30 J. m. 
was under cross examination, by 
Senators Paynter of -Kentucky, and 
?omerene of Ohio, Democrats; Sen- 
ator Clapp of Minnesota, being a 
Jull Moose, had no unfriendly auct- 
ions to ask, while Senator Oliver of 
?lttsburg, the only Republican, Just 
istened. After the Colonel left tn« 
stand, his former secretary, William. 
Loeb, Jr., now collector of the port 
of New York testified principally ia- 
corroboraf ion of -aome ef the impor- 
tant feature of Roosevelt's evidence.

On 
warm days stones or blocks should be 


under the boards to provide 


ventilation. As the weather becomes 
colder mamire. straw or even soil 
should be thrown over the boards to 
furnish additional protection. 
The 


drainage around the trenches must be 
good to prevent loss from decay of 
the stalfes.—National Stockman "and 
Farmer.

As I have said, paper bag cooking 


betters cake as much £s it does meat 
or pastry. It can be cone in the bags, 
but I advise -using in-coajanction -with. 
the bags either paper- souffle-cases or 
very thin tin moulds, square, oblong, 
or round, or cases made from the bags 
themselves. 


To make a square paper-bag mould, 


split In half a bag of the largest size, 
crease each half gently all round about 
three inches from the cut edges, and 
fold tip each, comer neatly, clipping 
the folds firmly with rwo or even three 
clips. Brush over this mould liberally 
with, soft batter, taking care to cover 
every fiber. Jill three parts with caka 
batter, then slip the loaded mould 
inside a big greased bag which rests 
upon a -wire trivet Seal the outer bag, 
taking care that it does cot press 
down the empty upper edges of the 
mould inside, prick TWO or three small 
holes In its upper side, and set the 
trivet on the broiler in & very hot 
oven. Put on the shelf above it a 
shallow pan filled half way with boil- 
ing water, and on the floor underneath 
a pan -with a little cold water. Close 
the oven door and leave for ten min- 
utes. Take out the -water pans then, 
and after two or three minutes slack 
heat one-half and finish baking. The 
time •will, of course, depend on the 
size and kind of cake. 


Paper bag baking is a little quicker, 


and ever so much more certain. 


Small patty pans, or fancy-shaped 


muffin moulds, filled -with cake batter 
and baked inside bags, will afford an 
almost infinite variety of ornamented 
good things.

in 1773 w«* 
horrified br'» 


"fall from fiucm" 
on the part of on* 
of their best loved, 
most promising 
youths. 
Tb« lad 


was seTejrte«H 
year-old "Aaron 
Burr, son of the AARON 
president of Princeton college, son 
and grandson of famous clergymen. 
He himself had been prepared for col- 
lege at eleven and had been a Prince- 
ton graduate at sixteen. Then, after 
studying theology for a year, he calm- 
ly announced that he did not believe 
in religion of aw sort. His private 
life bad already proved him to be as 
lacking in morals, a* in Godliness. 


Burr was only nineteen when the 


revolution began. He dropped the 
study of law and enlisted as a private 
soldier in the patriot army. But he 
tired of regular military life and went 
as a volunteer with Benedict Arnold 
on the Arnold-Montgomery expedition 
against Quebec. He quarreled with 
Arnold and joined Montgomery. Then 
he quarreled with Montgomery and 
went baclc to Arnold. He could "get 
on" "with no commander. Yet so brave- 
ly did he fight lufthat unfortunate ex- 
pedition that on his return he was- 
made a major. 


He joined 
George Washington's 


staff. He and the" chief were about as 
well suited to each other as a rattle- 
snake and a war horse. Burr openly 
sneered at Washington's stiff discip- 
line and lofty honor. Washington 
found Burr's eviUnorals disgusting and 
was enraged at the youth's impu- 
dence. Then and there began a mu- 
tual and lifelong hatred. After six 
"weeks, Burr left Washington's staff 
and joined Gen.- Israel Putnam's, 
Thoush he and "Old Put" did not agree 
especially well^with. each other, Burr's 
courage and military talent raised 
nlm, in 1777, to the- rank of lieutenant 
colonel. And he fought gallantly until 
1779. Then, slcK of war and angry be- 
cause he was not promoted faster, he 
left the army. 


(He had long beei one of Washing- 


ton's opponents -and^had taken lively 
part in the Lee ana-Gates conspiracies 
against the chief. _-~3Jh& -and his quar- 
relsome nature may have been what 
barred him- -from promotion. 
For as 


long as Washington was in power 
Burr was-made to feel the weight of 
.his enmity. ^In later years Burr was 
mentioned for minister to France and 
for other high government posts. But 
"President Washington always refused 
him such honors.) 


Leaving the arm?,' Burr became a 


lawyer and soon afterward moved to 
New York. He rose tojthe height of 
.Ms profession, married, a "rich widow 
and speedily became a- mighty power 
in New York politics. Jn 1788 he was 
attorney general, and in 1791 went to 
the United States senate. In. 1SOO he 
"tJcd" with Thomas Jefferson in the 
election for president. In order to 
win the presidency he deserted his 
political friends 
and 
curried favor 


with his party's foes. But In spite of 
these and other sharp tactics Jeffer- 
son was at length elected. Burr, by 
the custom of those days, became vice- 
president. 


It was the summit of. his career. 


Then came the gradual fall. Burr had 
a- political quarrel "with Alexander 
Hamilton, which ended, July 7, 1804, 
in a pistol due! at Weehawken, X. J. 
Burr killed Hamilton. It was a fair 
fight, and one man was probably no 
Wore to blame, in the quarrel, than 
the other- Yet Hamilton had been so 
popular that Barr after the duel was 
politically crushed. 


Smarting with auger at the public's 


disapproval, Burr ^ent to the south- 
west and there plunged with feverish 
energy into a mysterious scheme 
whose exact nature Is still doubtful. 
The general testimony Is that he 
planned to conquer Mexico and to 
merge it with Texas, Louisiana, etc., 
Into a great souturestern* kingdom, 
empire or republic, with New Orleans 
for its capital and himself 
as its 


raler. The scheme flourished for a 
time, but collapsed when the "United 
States government denounced it and 
arrested Burr for treason. Barr was 
acquitted, but found It wise to leav« 
America. He went to England, where 
he was maturing i:evr plans when tbe 
BrUteh expelled Dim as "an embarras- 
sing person." He was forbidden to 
return to his own country and for a 
time drifted about Europe, almost 
penniless. 


But In 1812 he sailed for Xew York, 


disguised, and opened a law office on 
Nassau street. His genius quickly 
enabled him to win a new fortune. 
He added to his wealth by marrvmg a 
second widow, Mme. Jumel, who left 
him after he baa squandered much of 
her fortune. 


In the course of 'As next few years 


hard luck came again. Old, inarm, 
poor, shunned by his former friends, 
his family gone, Aaron Burr finally 
became an object of charity and died 
at Port Richmond, S. I, September 14, 
1836.

- The census returns just completed give some rery interesting figures with 


reference to the growth of the city in the "United States during the years 
from 1900 to 1910. The population as a whole increased 21 per cent, "but the 
cities of 25.000 and over increased 55 per cent, whereas the rural population 
increased only about 11 per cent. Nearly 50 per cent of the entire population 
lives in cities of 2,500 and over. About one-tenth of the population resides 
In the cities of 3few York, Chicago and Philadelphia. Twenty-two per cent 
lives in cities of 100,000 and over. 


Like great whirlpools, these centers are drawing to themselves those-ele- 


ments which constitute the social unrest. In the cities are found practically 
every great social problem that one finds anywhere else, only much more in- 
tensified. Negroes constitute one-fourth or more of the total population in 
each of twenty-seven principal cities, and in four'of them the proportion is 
more than half. Of foreign born whites In the United States as a whole 
there are 14.3 per cent In the cities of 25,000 and over there are 26.2 per 
cent In thirteen principal cities more than 40 per cent of the population i* 
foreign born- In each of fifteen cities having 250.0CO population or more tl»

'The Dream of Eugene 
Aram,' had been bnried an hundred 
times as deep, an earthquake might 
have brought it to view and caused 
the discovery of the crime," said Dr. 
Lyon, as he dramatically 
repeated 


the h:storr of the crime that has 
been immortalized, by both Bulwer 
Lytton and Thomas Hood. 
Can't Get Away. 


"Just write this down in your 


mind as though" it were on the skies 
In blazing letters ten feet high, 'Be 
sure your sins will find you out.* Yon 
may hide your sins from your wife, 
your husband and your friends, but 
yon can't hide your sins from God, 
for he will bring everyone into judg- 
ment with every hidden thing. 


"Man 
whitewashes his sin. but 


now God comes and washes his sin 
white.

In these days when a future abode 


of fire and brimstone has become a 
matter for jest and jeer, and the 
"consolation of tell"' for our enemies 
has lost its apoeal. It is interesting to 
compare a sermon of Jonathan Ed- 
wp-ds with the discourse you will hear 
in any pulpit tomorrow. The Rev. 
Jonathan was one of-the most dis- 
tinguished "theologians of the 18th 
century. Today is the 209th anniver- 
sary of his birth at East Windsor. 
Conn. He was a graduate and tutor 
at Yale before he entered the ministry 
as pastor of a church at Northampton, 
Mass. His books, among them "Orig- 
inal Sin" and "Freedom of the Will," 
gave him a reputation abroad as well 
as in the American colonies. He died 
in 175S. shortly after being appointed 
president of the College of Xew Jer- 
sey, now Princeton University. 
The 


following is an extract from one of his 
famous sermons: 


"I entreat you to consider attent- 


ively how great and awful a thin: 
eternity is. Do but consider what it 
is to suffer extreme torment forever 
and -ever; to suffer It day and night, 
from one day to another, 
from one 


year to another, from one age to an- 
other, from one thousand ages to an- 
other, and so, adding age to age, and 
thousands to thousands, in pain, ir 
walling and lamenting, groaning and 
shrieking and gnashing your teeth; 
with your souts full of dreadful griei 
and amazement, with your bodies anc 
every member "full of racking torture 
without any possibility of getting 
ease; without any possibility of mov- 
ing God to pity by your cries; with- 
out any possibility of hiding yourself 
from Him; without any possibility of 
diverting your thoughts from your 
pain; without any possibility of ob- 
taining any mitigation or help or 
change for the better any way. Do 
but consider how dreadful despair wil 
be in such torment. How dismal it 
will be, when you are under these 
racking torments, to know assuredly 
that you never, never shall be deliv- 
ered from them; to have no hope; 
when yon shall wish that you might 
be turned into nothing, bat shall have 
no hope of it; when you shall T 
that you might be turned into a toac 
or a serpent, but shafl have no hope 
of it"; when you would rejoic» if you 
might have any relief, after you shal" 
have endured" these torments millions 
of ases, but shall have no hope of it; 
when after you snail have worn ou 
the age of the sun, moon and stars In 
your dolorous groans and 
lamenta- 


tions, without any rest day or night 
or one minute's ease, yet you shall 
have no hope of ever being delivered; 
when you shall have worn out a mil- 
lion more such ages, yet shall have 
no Hope, but shall know that you are 
not one whit nearer to the end of your 
torments; but that still there are the 
same groans, the same shrieks, the 
same doleful cries, incessantly to be 
made by you, and that the smoke of 
your torment shall still ascend up, for- 
ever and ever; and that your souls, 
which shall have been agitated by the 
wratt!" of "God all this while, yet will 
still exist to bear more vrath; your

church, have gone through the usu- 
al ceremonies, but they have never

Dr. Lyon's personal experience wns 
that there was no consciousness of 
sin when he became a Christian; 
•was a matter of growth. 
Today he 
ias a thousand times greater knowl- 
edge of sin than then. "We should 
start the other way, however," he 
believes. "Then there will come to 
our minds the realization of our 
faults and our shortcomings." 


The third phase of the prenaration 


for service is the confession of sins. 
A woman at a recent meeting 
ap- 


proached Dr. Lvon and told of her 
mental unrest since she had 
been 


convinced that she had been ~?infn1 
in her method of living. "There are 
too many people that grow in grace- 
Jthat don't grow in knowledge. If -ve 
grow in the knowledge of Christ it 
means more to us to be a Christian."' 
•' Dr. 
Lyon emphasized his argu- 


ment bv relating the history of a 
voune sketch artist who took some of 
his drawings to a city art gallery and 
compared them with masternieeer- 
His egotism was lost and he realized 
that his work was a failure. 
"That 


tnan was never nearer being a great 
man than 
then,"' commented the 


speaker. 
•"Then, there comes a realization of 


cleansing." said Dr Lyon. "Tf one is 
'to become an 
effective 
Christian 


worker, he must s.et consciousness in 
his heart, not oniy of confession- bvt 
of forgiveness of sin "
